They will 
‘ continue to Canal and to the 
I Wild Life and Fisheries Building 
| on Royal Street for more leaflet 
’ passing. They will wind up at 
1 Jackson- Square for speeches 
, and music. 

- A service for those who died 
in Vietnam will begin the day 
; at Loyola University. The Rev. 
Joseph Tetlow, S.J., will deliver 
a plea for peace outside Mar- 
quette Hall, the school’s news-

Tulane University’s newspa- 
per, The Hullabaloo, said stu- 
dent senate president Walter 
1 Blessey asked the university’s 
; faculty and administration to 
observe a day of peace and said 
he had reserved the University

There is no university rec- 
ognition of the activities, a Tu- 
lane spokesman said. 

Students at LSUNO passed 
a resolution last week that the 
student government and the 
school paper, The Driftwood, 
call for a moratorium oh class- 
es and. that students stay away 
from classes and ring doorbells 
to spread their message con- 
cerning the war. 

A Dillard University spokes- 
man said nothing was men- 
tioned about the Vietnam Mora- 
torium Day at Thursday’s regu- 
lar meeting of the student un- 
ion. . 


in Baton Rouge, art Smith, 
chairman of the LSU Morato- 
rium Committee in Baton 
Rouge, said the university ad- 
ministration has taken a hands- 
off policy toward the event. 

One raiunrar grnnri pt LSU 
has called tor a counter morato- 
rium for the week of Oct. 12-18 
to celebrate “Victory in Viet- 
nam Week.” Mike Conley , presi- 
dent of Y pun^ 1 1 J&ieiTCans for 
Freedom , said the counter mor- 
atormrn is designed “to mobi- 
lize support for our fighting 
men for a military victory.”
